The Present Invention 

The present invention relates to a gene encoding BRCC-2 and the therapeutic uses 

thereof. 

Discussion of the Restriction Requirement under 35 USC § 121 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicant hereby elects the claims of 
Group I for further examination. This election is with traverse, because the claims of Groups 
II-X are dependant on the claims of Group I, and thus include the subject matter of Group I. 
Moreover, the currently presented claims link each of the separate Groups identified in the 
Office Action to Group I. Upon allowance of a linking claim, the restriction requirement 
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must be withdrawn pursuant to MPEP § 809.03. Accordingly, the claims should be examined 
together.

(b) Linked Groups I and II are further linked to Group IV by claims 
claims 36-46 and 50-52. 

(c) Linked Groups I and II are further linked to Group V by claims 
claims 36-43. 

(2) Group I is linked to Group VII by claims 48-49. 

(3) Group I is linked to Group IX by claim 53. 

(4) Group I is linked to Group X by claim 54.
